Recessions are getting to be a‘bad habit-- 
we're currently in our seventh post-war reces- 
sion. And they are both more severe and more. 
frequent than they used to be. 

The last recession was in 1980, and instead 
of an extended recovery period, we sank into 
another one a year later. Despite optimistic 
Administration projections of an upturn by 
midyear, many economists are talking about a 
prolonged downturn. 

One indication of the burgeoning economic 
crisis is the rising level of bankruptcies. Last 
year business failures rose by over fifty per- 
cent over the 1980 total, and the figures for the 
past two months indicate a similar rise is in 
store for 1982. 

Small businesses are the source of almost 
all new job growth in the economy, so their 
healt necessary to stem the rising tide-of 
joblessfiess.

Coal Pipeline Must Funnel Jobs To Blacks

have coal like Saudi Arabia has oil. About 50 
percent of the world's coal is in the U.S., but 
moving it across our country by rail has 
become costly,and cumbersome.

ernor to ‘succeed himself 
under the four-year term 
set by the State Constitu- 
tion. After being forced by 
law to set out the 1971 gub- 
ernatorial contest, Rhodes 
bounced. back in 1974 -by 
defeating Gov. John J. Gil- 
ligan, a Cincinnati Demo- 
crat. In 1975, Rhodes 
cracked his own record by 
winning his fourth term by 
a-narrow margin over 
Democrat Richard F.
